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Four  New  Members  Added  to  Seminary  Faculty 


Two  new  professors  began  teaching  in 
September  and  two  additional  men  will 
join  the  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  the 
winter  quarter.  Beginning  their  work  in 
the  fall  quarter  were  The  Rev.  J.  Will 
Ormond,  Associate  Professor  of  Biblical 
Exposition,  and  The  Rev.  A.  Milton 
Riviere,  Associate  Professor  of  Christian 
Education.  The  Rev.  Theron  S.  Nease, 
Associate  Professor  of  Pastoral  Theology 
and  Counseling,  and  Dr.  Don  M.  Ward- 
law,  Associate  Professor  of  Homiletics, 
will  arrive  on  the  campus  in  December. 

Mr.  Ormond,  a  native  of  Beaumont, 
Texas,  was  a  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Alabama  and  re- 
ceived his  B.D.  from  Columbia  Seminary 
in  1943,  Magna  cum  laude.  He  was 
awarded  a  graduate  fellowship  which  he 
used  in  earning  his  Th.M.  degree  at 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  He  was 
pastor  of  the  Covenant  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  from 
1949  until  1964  and  served  as  Modera- 
tor of  the  Synod  of  Alabama.  Since  1964 
Mr.  Ormond  has  studied  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Glasgow,  Scotland,  and  has  com- 
pleted the  major  requirements  for  his 
doctorate. 

Mr.  Riviere,  who  was  Regional  Direc- 
tor of  Christian  Education  for  the  Synod 
of  Arkansas,  is  a  native  of  Monticello, 
Arkansas,  holds  the  B.A.  degree  from 
Wheaton  College  and  the  B.D.  from 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary.  He  has 
completed  a  major  portion  of  require- 
ments for  his  doctorate  at  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  in  New  York  and 
Teacher's  College  of  Columbia  Univer- 
sity. For  a  little  more  than  two  years 
he  was  the  pastor  of  All  Souls  Church 
at  Scott,  Arkansas.  Mr.  Riviere  was  mar- 
ried in  1953  to  Miss  Martha  VanDerEers 
of  Cranford,  New  Jersey.  The  Rivieres 
have  four  children. 

Mr.  Nease  is  a  native  of  Savannah, 
Georgia,  and  received  his  B.A.  from  Aus- 
tin College  and  his  B.D.  from  Austin 
Presbyterian  Seminary.  After  serving  for 
several  years  as  Pastor  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  at  Madill,  Arkansas,  he 
began  graduate  study  at  Princeton  Theo- 
logical Seminary  where  he  has  been 
working  toward  his  Th.D.  degree  while 
teaching   and   serving   as   Dean   of  Stu- 
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dents  at  the  Westminster  Choir  School. 
During  the  year  1961-62  he  served  as 
the  Protestant  Chaplain  of  Roosevelt 
Hospital,  New  York  City,  and  he  also 
had  clinical  training  at  the  Institute  of 
Religion,  Texas  Medical  Center,  Hous- 
ton, Texas,  and  at  Trenton  State  Hos- 
pital, Trenton,  New  Jersey.  Mr.  Nease 
is  married  and  he  and  Mrs.  Nease  have 
one  child. 

Dr.  Wardlaw,  the  son  of  a  Presby- 
terian minister,  was  born  in  Kansas  City, 
Missouri.  His  undergraduate  studies  were

Dr.  Wardlaw  is  married  to  the 
former  Ruth  Ix>uise  Pierson  and  they 
have  two  sons  and  a  daughter. 


Robinson  Speaks  as  New  Year  Begins 


Columbia  began  its  139th  year  on  Sep- 
tember 14th  with  a  convocation  at  Co- 
lumbia Church.  Dr.  William  Childs  Rob- 
inson delivered  the  opening  address. 
The  student  body  this  fall  numbers  219. 

The  new  junior  class  of  forty-seven 
includes  twenty-five  married  students. 
Though  many  of  the  class  come  to 
Columbia  directly  from  college  quite  a 
few  have  been  in  other  jobs.  This  year's 
class  includes  a  life  insurance  agent, 
a  chemical  engineer,  a  telephone  com- 
pany planning  engineer  and  a  high  school 
football  coach  whose  teams  have  been 
state  champions. 

Six  students  from  Mexico,  Brazil,  Ko- 
rea and  Taiwan  are  in  the  student  body 
this  year  and  missionaries  from  Egypt, 
the  Phillipines,  Brazil  and  Japan  are  on 
the  campus  for  graduate  studies. 

Dr.  Robinson's  address,  On  The  Road 
To  Damascus,  was  on  the  same  theme  as 
the  address  he  had  delivered  to  the  Co- 
lumbia student  body  in  Columbia,  S.  C, 


forty  years  ago  just  after  he  had  been 
elected  a  professor  at  the  seminary. 

In  speaking  of  "the  testimony  that 
comes  from  the  Lord's  encounter  with 
Paul,"  Dr.  Robinson  emphasized  that 
God  spoke  first  in  His  glory  and  then  in 
His  grace.  "In  defending,  protecting,  car- 
rying onward  His  body  the  Church,  in 
changing  lives  from  the  destructiveness 
of  Saul  the  Inquisitor  to  Paul  the  Apos- 
tle ..  .  God  shows  Himself  the  living 
God,  working  in  every  event  that  occurs, 
generally  through  natural  means,  but  also 
able  to  intervene  supernaturally  to  ac- 
complish His  will  both  in  the  armies  of 
heaven  and  among  men. 

"Most  of  all,"  Dr.  Robinson  said,  "that 
grace  of  God  is  evident  in  Saul's  own 
case.  He  was  Jesus'  sworn  enemy,  His 
deadliest  foe.  By  this  celestial  blaze  he 
deserved  to  be  incinerated.  He  was  blind- 
ed, but  only  that  he  might  realize  his 
own  spiritual  darkness  and  turn  to  Him 
who  is  the  light  indeed.  In  those  three

Gerkin  Addresses  Students 

In  a  special  convocation  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  fall  quarter,  Chaplain  Charles 
V.  Gerkin,  Executive  Director  of  the 
Georgia  Association  of  Pastoral  Care  and 
a  Columbia  Visiting  Professor,  told  the 
students  that  in  the  acceptance  of  the 
tension  of  being  a  minister  they  could 
"learn  something  of  the  meaning  of  that 
peace  that  transcends  human  understand- 
ing which  is  of  God." 

Describing  the  minister  as  one  who 
"lived  on  the  boundary"  and  served  as 
the  catalyst,  Chaplain  Gerkin  spoke  of 
the  forces  pulling  on  the  minister  today. 
He  spoke  also  of  the  tension  "between 
the  proclamation  of  what  God  has  done 
and  participation  in  what  God  is  doing." 
Pointing  out  the  increasing  difficulty  of 
finding  symbols  to  make  effective  con- 
tact with  today's  world,  he  encouraged 
the  students  to  "walk  the  boundary  and 
be  a  catalyst,  relating  what  is  happening 
now  to  what  God  has  done  in  Christ. 
To  stand  at  one  pole  or  the  other  is  to 
be  only  one-half  a  minister." 

To  be  this  kind  of  minister,  Chaplain 
Gerkin  challenged  the  students  to  com- 
mit themselves  to  be  God's  man,  not 
God's  substitute.

days  when  he  saw  not,  Saul  went  down 
into  the  depths  of  God's  love  and  Christ's 
Cross  deeper  than  any  mere  man  ever 
has  been." 

In  his  address  Dr.  Robinson  expressed 
the  hope  that  "the  Damascus  Road  wit- 
ness to  the  living  God  (would)  inspire 
us  in  our  services  of  worship  and  in  our 
personal  evangelism  to  magnify  GOD  IN 
ACTION."  He  concluded  his  address 
with  a  challenge  to  the  students:  "Trust 
yourself  to  the  God  of  all  grace,  to  the 
Christ  crucified  for  you.  Apart  from 
Christ  God  is  our  judge,  in  Christ  He  is 
our  Father.  Stand  in  Christ  and  God  for- 
gives your  sins,  and  sends  His  Spirit  to 
cry  in  your  heart  Abba,  Father  so  that 
you  may  enter  the  portals  of  tomorrow 
unafraid."

Wider  Interest  Shown  in  TV  Training 


New  courses,  a  regularly  scheduled  TV 
program  and  visits  from  Lutheran  Church 
leaders  have  created  new  enthusiasm 
about  the  Seminary's  work  with  video- 
tape at  the  Protestant  Radio  and  TV 
Center. 

The  TV  program,  "Sound  of  Youth," 
came  from  the  creative  mind  of  John 
Allen,  Director  of  Religious  Broadcasting 
for  the  Greater  Atlanta  Council  of 
Churches.  A  1965  Columbia  graduate, 
John  took  our  introductory  TV  courses 
and  began  immediately  to  see  the  great 
potential  of  TV  for  the  Church.  The 
program  features  a  panel  of  teen-agers 
from  churches  of  various  denominations 
who  discuss  an  important  topic  infor- 
mally with  an  adult  authority  in  the 
field.  Widely  heralded  in  its  first  thirteen 
weeks  this  past  spring,  WSB-TV  (NBC 
in  Atlanta)  asked  that  the  series  be  con- 
tinued this  fall.  In  addition  two  educa- 
tional TV  stations  are  re-broadcasting  the 
program  each  week.  Cox  Broadcasting 
Corporation  has  entered  the  program  as 
its  public  service  entry  in  an  interna- 
tional competition.  Advanced  students  in 
telecasting  will  now  have  the  opportunity 
to  gain  experience  on  a  sustaining  color 
series  by  working  with  John. 

The  Rev.  David  Abernathy,  director 
of  the  Department  of  Education  at  the 
PRTVC,  and  a  visiting  professor  at 
Columbia  is  now  offering  courses  in 
Radio  Broadcasting  and  Television  Pro- 
duction. This  past  spring  students  studied 
types  of  television  appearances  which 
they,  as  ministers,  might  be  asked  to 
make,  and  wrote  and  prepared  for  tele- 
cast,   television    scripts    as    experimental 


study  of  procedures  for  developing  their 
own  programs  to  present  to  a  TV  station. 
During  the  summer  three  Lutheran 
homiletics  professors  visited  Columbia 
and  the  PRTVC  to  study  our  use  of 
video-tape  in  the  teaching  of  speech  and 
homiletics.  The  professors,  George  M. 
Bass,  Northwestern  Seminary,  Minne- 
apolis; Herman  Stuempfle,  Lutheran 
Seminary,  Gettysburg,  Pa.,  and  Harold 
Albert,  Lutheran  Seminary,  Philadelphia, 
wrote  that  their  visit  "opened  totally 
new  directions  for  the  teaching  of  homi- 
letics. "Wade  Huie  and  Hubert  Taylor," 
they  said,  "must  be  doing  the  most  ex- 
citing work  in  the  video-taping  of  speech 
and   homiletics    activities." 

College  Students  to  Visit 

Plans  are  being  made  for  the  annual 
Vocations  Week-end  for  College  Students 
to  be  held  on  the  campus  January  27-29, 
1967.  College  students  who  attend  will 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  sit  in  on 
classes,  meet  faculty  and  students  and 
participate  in  special  activities  planned 
for  the  week-end.  The  student  drama 
group  will  present  the  play  J.B.  on  Friday 
night.  The  program  will  close  with  a 
worship  service  early  Sunday  morning  to 
give  the  students  time  to  return  to  their 
campuses.

New  Curriculum  Presented      Ministers   Week  at  Colu 


The  forty-seven  entering  B.D.  stu- 
dents this  fall  not  only  faced  the  normal 
adjustments  to  seminary  life,  but  also  en- 
countered a  brand  new  curriculum.  Re- 
turning students  are  involved  in  some 
new  courses  and  experimental  field  edu- 
cation programs,  but  the  new  students 
are  following  a  totally  new  program. 

The  new  curriculum  is  the  result  of 
several  years  of  study  and  planning  by 
the  faculty.  Some  significant  differences 
from  the  former  curriculum  are  the  divi- 
sion of  studies  into  only  three  areas 
(Biblical,  Historical-Doctrinal,  Pastoral), 
team  teaching  in  most  required  courses 
and  a  wide  use  of  small  groups  and  semi- 
nars. 

During  the  orientation  period  Profes- 
sor Charles  Cousar  described  the  new 
program  to  entering  students.  "The  new 
curriculum  tries  to  take  seriously  the 
Biblical  concept  of  knowledge,  in  which 
the  mastering  of  information  does  not 
take  on  the  character  of  learning  until 
there  is  commitment  and  personal  growth. 
As  we  struggle  to  get  inside  Luther's  skin 
in  the  midst  of  his  anguish  with  himself 
and  his  pious  efforts  to  win  God  over 
to  his  side,  as  we  study  with  him  the 
Psalms  in  Hebrew  and  the  Epistles  to 
the  Galatians  and  to  the  Romans  in 
Greek,  it  may  be  that  justification  by 
faith  will  become  for  us,  too,  not  only  a 
doctrine  but  a  personal  reality. 

"No  curriculum  worth  its  salt  can  af- 
ford to  shut  its  windows  and  pull  its 
blinds  to  the  light  which  the  so  called 
non-theological  disciplines  shed  on  our 
common  task.  Therefore,  in  various 
courses  we  shall  look  at,  listen  to,  and 
learn  from  any  source  or  movement  or 
discipline  which  can  help  us  serve  more 
intelligently    in    the    twentieth    century."

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Ministers'  Week  1966  brought  three 
outstanding  Church  leaders  to  the  cam- 
pus. Dr.  Oscar  Cullmann,  Smyth  Lec- 
turer, spoke  on  Vatican  II.  Alumni  Lec- 
turer Dr.  Rene  deVisme  Williamson  dis- 
cussed "The  Meaning  of  the  Church  for 
University  Life,"  and  Dr.  Ben  L.  Rose 
was  the  preacher  for  the  week. 

Dr.  Cullman,  Professor  of  New  Testa- 
ment at  the  University  of  Basel,  Switzer- 
land, is  currently  serving  as  Harry  Em- 
erson Fosdick  Visiting  Professor  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  New 
York.  One  of  the  great  names  in  New 
Testament  scholarship  and  in  addition  a 
well-known  student  of  Protestant-Catho- 
lic relations,  Dr.  Cullmann  attended  all 
the  sessions  of  the  Vatican  Council  as  an 
observer  and  a  personal  guest  of  the 
Secretariat  for  Promotion  of  Christian 
Unity. 

In  the  Alumni  Lecturers  Dr.  Rene  de 
Visme  Williamson,  Professor  of  Govern- 
ment at  Louisiana  State  University,  dis- 
cussed the  problems  of  university  life 
and  administration,  and  described  the 
kind  of  church  which  can  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  Christian  faith  for  each 
major  group  in  the  modern  university. 
An  elder  in  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana,  Dr. 
Williamson  has  served  on  important 
committees  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  and  is  currently 
a  member  of  the  Permanent  Theological 
Committee.  A- graduate  of  Rutgers  Uni- 
versity with  the  A.M.  and  Ph.D.  de- 
grees from  Harvard,  Dr.  Williamson 
taught  at  Princeton,  Davidson,  Beloit  and 
the  University  of  Tennessee  before  join- 
ing the  faculty  at  L.S.U.  in  1954.  His 
most  recent  book  is  Independence  and 
Involvement:  A  Christian  Re-Orienta- 
tion  in   Political  Science. 

The  preacher  for  the  week,  Dr.  Ben 
L.  Rose,  held  pastorates  in  North  Caro- 
lina and  Virginia  before  becoming  Pro- 
fessor of  Pastoral  Leadership  and  Homi- 
letics  at  Union  Seminary  in  Virginia  in 
1956.  A  graduate  of  Davidson  College 
with  the  B.D.,  Th.M.,  and  Th.D.  degrees 


from  Union  Seminary,  Dr.  Rose  served 
as  a  chaplain  during  World  War  II.  His 
sermons  followed  the  theme:  God,  Our 
Hope. 

Over  250  alumni  and  their  wives  were 
on  the  campus  Tuesday  of  Ministers' 
Week  for  the  annual  alumni  luncheon. 
The  group  heard  faculty  members, 
Charles  Cousar,  Wade  Huie,  Hal  Lyon 
and  Dean  McKee  discuss  the  new  cur- 
riculum and  other  changes  in  the  aca- 
demic life  of  the  seminary. 

Pastors  Train  Students 

Ten  Atlanta  area  pastors  are  taking 
part  in  the  new  Field  Education  program 
for  first  year  students.  Dean  of  Students, 
O.  H.  Lyon,  Director  of  the  Seminary's 
Field  Education,  said  that  the  aim  of 
this  phase  of  the  new  curriculum  was 
"to  provide  for  each  student  the  oppor- 
tunity to  establish  a  close  personal  friend- 
ship with  a  mature  pastor  and  to  learn 
something  of  the  pastor's  role  in  the 
church  today."

Graduates  Hear  Dr.  Davis 

In  June,  78  graduates  heard  Dr.  Frank 
B.  Davis,  seminary  Board  member  and 
Professor  of  Speech  at  Auburn  Univer- 
sity, tell  them  that  they  needed  to  de- 
velop a  positive  discontent.  Speaking  on 
the  topic,  "Discontent — the  Lever  of 
Change,"  Dr.  Davis  urged  the  gradu- 
ates to  develop  that  attitude  that  would 
continually  cause  them  to  stop  in  the 
quiet  of  their  own  mind  and  evaluate 
and  develop  plans  to  improve  themselves, 
their  relationships  with  their  fellowmen 
and  society  and  their  relationship  with 
God. 

The  Class  of  1966  included  57  who 
received  the  B.D.,  14  candidates  for  the 
Th.M.,  4  diploma  students  and  3  women 
who  had  completed  the  M.C.E.  program. 
Forty-one  of  these  men  who  completed 
the  B.D.  program  have  accepted  pastor- 
ates and  several  of  the  eleven  who  went 
to  graduate  school  have  made  plans  to 
assume  pastoral  responsibilities  as  they 
complete  their  advanced  study.  In  addi- 
tion two  graduates  are  teaching  and 
three  others  are  in  specialized  ministries.

In  addition  the  pres- 
ent Th.M.  program  in  pastoral  theology 
and  proposed  additional  programs  in 
clinical  pastoral  education  were  exam- 
ined. 

In  a  letter  to  a  local  pastor,  Dr.  Hiltner 
appraised  Columbia's  program.  "Let  me 
say  to  you  quite  plainly  that  I  regard  the 
program  of  training  in  pastoral  theology, 
including  the  clinical  dimensions  of  the 
training,  to  be  as  good  at  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  in  Georgia  as  any- 
where else  in  the  country.  The  director 
of  the  program  there,  Prof.  Thomas  H. 
McDill,  was  formerly  a  doctoral  student 
of  mine  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 
Both  through  that  association  and 
through  continuing  friendship,  I  know 
how  very  competent  he  is.  In  addition, 
the  Columbia  clinical  work  is  carried  on 
as  part  of  the  Georgia  Association  for 
Pastoral  Care,  which  combines  the  re- 
sources of  the  hospitals,  the  seminaries, 
and  the  Council  of  Churches  in  the  At- 
lanta area.  I  regard  this  as  the  most 
creative  current  move  in  clinical  train- 
ing." 

Speakers  at  Seminary 

Robert  McAfee  Brown,  noted  author 
and  teacher,  visited  the  Columbia  cam- 
pus in  October.  A  guest  in  Atlanta  of 
the  Trinity  Presbyterian  Church,  Dr. 
Brown  spoke  to  Columbia  students  on 
Vatican  II  and  Protestant-Catholic  dia- 
logue. 

On  October  31st  Dr.  Jesse  H.  Ziegler, 
Executive  Director  of  the  American  As- 
sociation of  Theological  Schools  spoke 
to  a  Board  of  Directors-Faculty  con- 
sultation. 
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
